COMES NOW the Patent Office, by Patent Examiner, and states at least a reason 
for the Allowance of this Application, to wit: that the Prior Art neither suggests nor in any 
reasonable combination suggest a method for connecting switches or the like to a 
control unit onto a structural component through a plurality of conductors disposed on 
flexible circuit boards including the steps of preparing a support to receive a single 
element and a control unit, connecting the single element with an end of conductors , 
connecting the other end of the conductor with the control unit, conveying the support 
element with load elements to a station wherein the conductors are fastened to the 
control unit , preparing the structural component for subassembly through attachment 
means and positioning the structural component and the subassembly into their 
installing location.
